The business of centre! lr*tt?lXigeme Agency has always 
required us to handle a large amount of classified security informa- 
tion. In addition, the tatienal security Act of 19U? Imposes or. tie 
the siren,, obligation to protect intelligence sources and methods 
from unauthorised disclosures. Consequently, regulations to protect 
classified security information here been .in effect in this Agency 
for some time. These regulations, except *'er certain additions! 
mertrin g,ts specified, by the Presidential Order, appeared to meet, and 
in w.amy Ins tares*, exceed the isiatsw) standards prescribed in the 
executive Order. Nevertheless, to carry out the spirit of tnc 
Order, the Director of ;; entml TniclXigancs on October - 3, 1951 
published a notice to all employees Inviting ibsir attentlwi to 
this SMentiire Order and directing that the principles and intent 
of the Order be faithfully carried out, A copy of this notice is 
attached and I Invite your attention to the emphasis placed therein 
or* stricter controls by senior officials to avoid overclasslficatlcn 
and to insure prompt declass If. ication, and t tve stress 00 mrt precise 
mss stares tc> insure that administrative Inforratdoc is not designated 
as r'ccwity Information. A companion notice, of the *»*•#• gate, in- 
structed ptrsonnei in the proper method of marking classified secur- 
ity documents. Both notices have new been incorporated in the 
Agency Ssegul&tions to .other with additional explanatory material. 

These regulations are also aneleced for your Information.
